AY was the third month of the year until the 

addition of January and February by the 

Romans; then it became the fifth month. The 
origin of the name for the month of May is some- 
what obscured by the fact that it could have come 
from various sources. Two of the more likely ones are 
suggested here. 

Maia was the Roman goddess of spring and 
growth, and she was the mother of Mercury. Since 
the Romans named the month and it does correspond 
with the time of the growth of all of nature, it could 
certainly have been named for her. Again, it could 
as easily have been named for “Majores,” a name 
given to one division of the men of the empire. The 
older men were to be used for counselors and the 
younger ones (called “Juniores”’) for warriors. The 
month of May was held sacred to the “Majores”; 
therefore, the word may have been shortened to “May” 
and used as the name of the month. May is usually 
pictured as a lovely maiden, not as an old man, so 
the first idea seems best. 

From very ancient times, there have been joyous 
celebrations on the first of May. During the time of 
the Roman Empire, it was a day sacred to Flora, 
the goddess of flowers. The new life and beauty that 
nature takes on at that time of year has always 
excited interest and activity, so the celebrations have 
continued down through the years. 

Chaucer and other writers give us word pictures 
of the May Day celebrations in England. Very early on 
the morning of the first day of May the people went 
to the fields and woods to gather wild flowers. This 
expedition was called “going a-Maying.” They re- 
turned at daybreak, “bringing home the May,” and 
decorated their homes with the spoils. The whole 
day was given to merriment and the joy of the 
springtime. 

There are other special days in the month, also. 
Mother’s Day is the second Sunday in the month. It 
has been so by proclamations of the Presidents since 
1914. Special honor is given to the mothers of our 
land on that day. 

Memorial Day, sometimes known as Decoration Day, 
is May 30 and is a legal holiday in most states. 
The idea of this holiday is to honor the war dead of 
our nation. It has, however, become a day for the 
decoration and beautification of all the cemeteries 
of our land. 

The real spirit of May can be summed up in beauty, 
joy, growth, activity, happiness, and contentment. 
The same things will apply to the church and the 
Christian life. God is the author of beauty and of 
activity. Nature has put on her new coat of beauty 
because of growth and activity. The church will, like- 
wise, put on the attributes that are desirable when 
real activity is present. The life and vigor of the 
springtime should fill each heart, and new growth will 
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be the logical result. 

If no new “sprouts” of service are springing up, 
perhaps there is something wrong with the roots. We 
can dig down into our hearts and lives and find the 
cause of the dead roots. New seeds should be planted 
at once if we are to have a crop at harvest time.

Is 


Your Homer

ITH HOLY SATISFACTION God rested after 
W all His marvelous creative endeavors. The 


earth, the sea, the sky give witness to His 


power in framing the universe which was to house 
His master creation, Adam and Eve. For their special 
comfort God had planted a garden in which grew 
“every tree pleasant to the sight, and good for food.” 
There was a special river to water that garden — the 
whole a prospect beyond description. No wonder God 
rested as He beheld “everything that he had made 

. . very good.” 

To Adam the crowning earthly joy was the presenta- 
tion of Eve to share with him the loveliness of fair 
Eden. She was his God-given helpmeet; and now we 
see the first family established in their home. More 
than human association was involved in this, how- 
ever; there was God-relationship for Adam and Eve. 
It was God’s garden, and Adam and Eve could enjoy 
its gracious privileges only through continued obed- 
ience to Him. 

Obedience to Him brought delightful communion 
with Him. No doubt they frequently heard “the voice 
of the Lord God walking in the garden in the cool 
of the day” and ran to meet Him as happy children 
would greet a loving parent. Disobedience broke this 
communion, bringing shame and fear. Somewhere 
outside Eden the couple established another home, a 
poor substitute for the first home where they had 
fellowshipped with God in the completeness of His 
favor. 

God had a great disappointment out of that first 
home’s failure, and many years passed before God 
called Abraham. See how God emphasized right family 
relationships in dealing with him, stressing proper 
recognition of godly principles. Strong words these, “I 
know him (Abraham), that he will command his 
children and his household after him” (Genesis 18:19). 
To what end? The very fulfillment of God’s promises 
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depended on how faithfully Abraham wisely disci- 
plined and directed his children and servants. 

Note carefully the early history of the Hebrews as 
God taught them principles of success as a nation. 
Through their wilderness journeyings, in possessing 
the land of Canaan, there was continued emphasis 
laid upon household unity in righteous living. The 
Passover story gives the twofold aspect of this em- 
phasis with the blood of the slain lamb upon the 
door for protection, and the family gathered within 
the house to partake of the roasted lamb for the 
needed sustenance in the difficult journey ahead. 
Some stress only the first, ignoring the important sec- 
ond phase of this marvelous Passover observance. 

Apply the blood to the doorposts and lintel of your 
home, acknowledging your faith in the finished work 
of our great Redeemer for the need of your house- 
hold. Never forget, however, there is a subsequent 
responsibility of parents to gather together their 
households for definite partaking of the Lamb — the 
Word of our God which liveth and abideth forever. 
Here has been the breakdown in many families, one 
great reason for the wayward children of supposedly 
godly parents. 

Assurance came to the parents through the ap- 
plication of the blood by faith; but travelling strength 
was derived by the parents-directed partaking of the 
Paschal lamb. That Passover night the world was shut 
out and that family shut in together, due importance 
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being laid on the significance of that sacred meal. 
This rushing age would quickly and easily crowd 
God out of any home. But remember, God’s moving 
in every child’s life starts normally in the home; and 
it was the wise man who said, “Train up a child in 
the way he should go: and when he is old, he will not 
depart from it” (Proverbs 22:6). God has given here a 
marvelous type of spiritual completeness in our homes. 

As went the Hebrew homes, so would go the nation. 
Soundness in family life meant healthy grass roots 
for the kingdom to be established later. The book of 
Deuteronomy gives certain vital principles for solid 
Hebrew home life as they shortly were to take up 
their residence in the Promised Land. God had far- 
reaching sight for their national endurance; so He 
emphasized the need of constant recognition of God’s 
Word in their individual homes. To this day the sta- 
bility of Jewish home life has been unsurpassed and 
the divorce evil least menacing to them. 

The sixth chapter actually commands that God’s 
Word have a recognized place in the table talk and 
fireside chats of the family circle. Thus the Word 
becomes living in the home. Since the Bible constant- 
ly presents man as seeking God’s approval, one cannot 
live with the Book by daily habit and not himself grow 
in desire and capacity to please His Maker. Thinking 
on things “that are true, lovely, of -good report” pro- 
duces what is noblest in character and pays the high- 
est on such investment in the home. 

There are many homes where once the “altar light” 
glowed and the home was complete. Through subtle 
snares Satan has dimmed, even quenched that light. 
Rush of business, lust for gold, love of the world, care- 
lessness, indifference, sin, disobedience have caused 
one or both of the parents to fail in their responsi- 
bility. Boys and girls going forth from such homes 
know not the real values of life; and, without a 
standard of righteous holy conduct, they become an 
easy prey for the crowding forces of evil which assail 
everyone today. Here is the chief reason for the lack 
of God-consciousness among youth today, and who 
will answer for this before the bar of God? 

A young mother asked an evangelist when she 
should start training her five-year-old child for God. 
He answered, “You are five years too late now. You 
have missed the most valuable years of shaping your 
child’s life. Go home and erect at once your family 
altar. With God’s blessing you may be able to redeem 
some of the years that the locusts of neglect have 
eaten.” Tom Paine said he was an infidel before he 
was five, the product of his home influence. 

Thomas Guthrie wrote: “If you find yourself loving 
any pleasure better than your prayers, any book bet- 
ter than your Bible, any house better than God’s 
house, any person better than the Lord Jesus, any 
indulgence better than the hope of heaven — TAKE 
ALARM!” To which could well be added by every 
Christian parent — If you find yourself pampering, 
entertaining, pleasing your children to the neglect of 
praying with them — TAKE GREAT ALARM. You 
are responsible for their souls as well as their bodies — 
the completeness of a Christian home.

CHRISTIAN FAMILY is the simplest form 
o. of the Church on earth. Before the Lord es- 
tablished a church on this earth, He placed a 
family and a home on it. It is our Lord’s intention 
that a father assume the role of pastor of the little 
congregation, more familiarly known as his family. 
Mother has a most important ministry, too, as the 
Sunday School superintendent and the young people’s 
president. The children, of course, constitute the con- 
gregation. When the Word of God is read and taught 
in the home; hymns and gospel songs are sung; prayer 
is offered by each one in the family circle; testi- 
monies for God’s glory are given magnifying His good- 
ness and faithfulness; and love for Christ and each 
other is demonstrated by each one in the family; there 
is then the vivid fulfillment of the familiar expression, 
“There is no place like home.” 

It has been aptly said, “Happy are the families where 
the government of parents is the reign of affection, 
and the obedience of the children, the submission of 
love.” 

The highest ambition of spiritual parents should be 
satisfied with a succession of holy and useful living 
on the part of the children. The noblest aspirations 
of the children should be to have their names writ- 
ten in the Book of Life, and their family history a con- 
tinuous record of devotion to Christ. Abraham was 
especially honored by God. He gives the reason, “Abra- 
ham shall surely become a great and mighty nation, 
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and all the nations of the earth shall be blessed in 
him, for I know . . . that he will command his children 
and his household after him, and they shall keep the 
way of the Lord” (Genesis 18: 18, 19). 

Praying families all over the land may be traced 
back to pious homes. God honors family piety. A 
happy family is but an earlier heaven. Never allow 
the best part of your family tree to be underground. 
An attractive motto hangs in the reception hall of my 
home. Many visitors have commented about it. I have 
pointed it out on those occasions when marriages 
have been solemnized at the parsonage. This is what 
the motto says: “Home sweet home, when each lives 
for the other, and all live for Christ.”

ECENTLY My little four-year-old boy, Lynn, 

came home from the church kindergarten he 

attends and thrilled his mother and me by 
asking us if we wanted to hear “sumpin” that he 
had learned in school. Of course, we were eager to 
hear it. He said, “Repent, believe, accept, confess, and 
witness.” He then explained, “Repent: to be sorry that 
we have sinned, to turn away from sin, and to turn 
to Christ who can keep us from sin; believe: that 
Jesus is God’s Son and that He died on the cross to 
save us from our sins; accept: to open up your heart 
and let Jesus come in; confess: to tell the folks on the 
outside what’s happened on the inside; witness: to 
tell the whole wide world that I belong to Jesus.” It 
is understandingly evident that my wife and I were 
happy and surprised to hear our young son not only 
repeat words that he had committed to memory, but 
also to give evidence that he understood what he was 
saying. 

I was impressed with how definite, clear and simple 
his teacher had made the essential requirements to 
salvation. On second thought, however, I realized that 
these were not the teacher’s definitions, but Christ’s. 
In His Holy Word the Lord Jesus Christ made sal- 
vation so plain and clear that even a child can under- 
stand and receive it. “And they brought unto him 
also infants, that he would touch* them: but when 
his disciples saw it, they rebuked them. But Jesus 
called them unto him, and said, Suffer little children 
to come unto me, and forbid them not: for of such is 
the kingdom of God. Verily I say unto you, Whoso- 
ever shall not receive the kingdom of God as a little 
child shall in no wise enter therein,” Luke 18:15-17. 
Yes, Christ has made salvation so simple that a small 
child can be saved. 

The way of salvation is so clear and definite that 
the “wayfaring men, though fools, shall not err there- 
in” (Isaiah 35:8). Christ Jesus said in His Holy Word, 
“T am the way, the truth, and the life: no man 
cometh unto the Father, but by me,” John 14:6. 

The Lord Jesus Christ is the way; that is, He is 
the route to heaven. There are certain landmarks or 
signs along the way, however, that must be observed 
and obeyed if we are to “enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.” As my son recited, these landmarks are: 
repent, believe, accept, confess, and witness. 


Repent 


The Bible teaches that “all have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God”; “there is none righteous, 
no, not one”; “the soul that sinneth it shall die”; 
and “the wages of sin is death.” 


The word repent in the Word of God means “a 
change of mind, to turn away from sin and to go in 
a new direction.” We find the Old Testament prophets 
warning the Israelites to change, to forsake their 
evil ways, and to turn from sin to God. The message 
of John the Baptist was, “Repent ye: for the kingdom 
of heaven is at hand.” The theme of much of Christ’s 
preaching was “Repentance.” He said, “Except ye re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish.” 

Christ has given us a picture of sincere and true

repentance in the parable of the Prodigal Son found 
in Luke 15:11-32. The prodigal’s statement, “I will 
arise,” reveals that he had come to the realization 
that he was being dragged down by sin and that 
sin would eventually destroy him completely. He be- 
came disturbed over his condition and said, “I will 
go”; that is, he determined not to stay where he was, 
he exercised his will to the extent that he was no 
longer willing to be the servant of sin or remain in 
sin. Therefore, he set out in a new direction—toward 
his father’s house. 

Sinner friend, God would have you to realize that 
you are a sinner and that your sins will destroy 
you. He would have you to be more than just sorry 
that you are a transgressor who deserves eternal 
damnation. He would have you to begin at once in 
a new direction — toward Christ and heaven, with a 
changed mind about God, sin, and yourself. You need 
to know that God is your heavenly Father who waits 
to receive and accept you in love and forgiveness; 
that sin pollutes and damns, that it must be aban- 
doned, and that you are unable to save yourself; 
that all you can do is to come to God through Christ, 
confessing your sins and believing that He can and 
will save and help you. 

Will you at this moment decide definitely and for- 
ever that you will no longer continue in sin but that 
you are going to believe and accept the Lord Jesus 
Christ? 


Believe 


In Acts 16:30 the Philippian jailer asked , Paul 
and Silas, “Sirs, what must I do to be saved?” Their 
reply was, “Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved.” 

Real saving faith is more than just believing what 
we have read or heard about Christ; it is believing 
on Christ as a Person. It is believing on Christ Jesus 
for Himself. 

Faith that saves is that which comes from the 
knowledge that the Lord Jesus Christ is the “only be- 
gotten Son of God,” that He is God’s perfect gift 
(John 3:16) to a lost world, and that Christ Jesus

died willingly on the cross to atone for our sins 
that we might become the children of God. 

Saving faith is more than knowledge in the head 
about Christ; it is also of the heart. “And shalt be- 
lieve in thine heart that God hath raised him from 
the dead, thou shalt be saved. For with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness,’ Romans 10:9, 10. 
Saving faith causes a person to feel that he must 
place all of his confidence and trust in such a Person 
as Christ. He feels that he can no longer live without 
becoming intimately acquainted with so wonderful a 
Saviour. 

Thus, it is easy for a sinner to be saved if he 
knows that Christ is the only Saviour. He is amazed 
to discover how easy it is to come to Christ, to love 
Him, and to accept Him. 


Accept 


Nowhere in the Bible does God demand that man 
plead, entreat and beg Him for salvation; rather, the 
Bible pictures God lovingly pleading and inviting sin- 
ful man to come to Him through repentance and 
faith in Christ whom He has made “a propitiation 
for our sins.” 

The Bible records one invitation after another from 
God, Christ, and the Holy Spirit to man. “Come now, 
and let us reason together, saith the Lord: though your 
sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, they shall be as wool.” 
Isaiah 1:18. “Come unto me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for I am meek and lowly 
in heart: and ye shall find rest unto your souls. For 
my yoke is easy, and my burden is light,” Matthew 
11:28-30. “And the Spirit and the bride say, Come. 
And let him that heareth say, Come. And let him 
that is athirst come. And whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely,” Revelation 22:17. 

The royal invitation is found in Revelation 19:9, 
“Blessed are they which are called unto the marriage 
supper of the Lamb.” Here God the Father invites 
you to the marriage of His Son. It is a time when 
the believers and saints of all the ages shall sit down 


with Christ at this wonderful marriage feast in 
heaven. 

God has done all that He can do. He stands as 
did the prodigal’s father, looking for you, beckoning 
you with outstretched arms eager to receive you. 
Christ Jesus stands before you. He shows you His 
hands and feet that were spiked and His side that 
was pierced for you. He calls to you to come. He 
says, “Him that cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out.” The Holy Spirit strives with you to resist 
no longer but to come to Christ now. 

Your salvation awaits only your consent and ac- 
ceptance of these glorious and free invitations. Be- 
coming a Christian does not have to be a long, drawn- 
out process. You will be saved the moment you turn 
toward Jesus Christ and believe on Him with all 
the power of your soul. That moment salvation will 
be immediate and definite in your heart and life. 


Confess 


In the sinner that turns from his sins to Christ 
in faith, believing and accepting Him as his Saviour, 
there is a willingness to frankly confess all sins. The 
Bible says, “If we confess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness,” 1 John 1:9. 

After receiving salvation there is a willingness on 
the part of the newborn Christian to confess Christ 
before the world as His personal Saviour. “That if 
thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, 
and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. For with the 
heart man believeth unto righteousness; and with 
the mouth confession is made unto salvation. For 
the scripture saith, Whosoever believeth on him shall 
not be ashamed,” Romans 10:9-11. 

Our every word and deed either confess or deny 
Christ. Thus, it is important that we listen to the 
words of Christ. “Whosoever therefore shall confess 
me before men, him will I confess also before my 
Father which is in heaven: But whosoever shall deny 
me before men, him will I also deny before my 
Father which is in heaven,” Matthew 10:32, 33. 
When you are obedient to the Lord’s command and 
follow Him in water baptism and are baptized “in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost,” you are openly confessing Christ 
before the world of men. 

When you partake with the saints of the Lord’s 
Supper, you are testifying and confessing, “I am 
crucified with Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
but Christ liveth in me: and the life which I now 
live in the flesh I live by the faith of the Son 
of God, who loved me, and gave himself for me,” 
Galatians 2:20. By partaking of the Lord’s Supper 
often, you are letting men know that you are con- 
tinuously in communion and fellowship with the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and that your new self or new life 
is dependent upon the inliving presence of Christ. 

Oh! the joy that comes to the child of God who 
openly and boldly confesses Christ to a world of sinful 
and dying men! 
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Witness 


Witnessing is simply telling others what you per- 
sonally know, have seen, or experienced to be the 
truth. Witnessing of Christ and His glorious gospel is 
a natural outflow and result of a life that is over- 
flowing with His presence, power, and love. 

‘Christ Jesus has commissioned all Christians to 
witness and to let their lights shine before men, that 
they may come to the saving knowledge of Christ: 
All will not be called to preach or teach, but all 
are to engage in the most important work of His 
kingdom, the winning of lost souls. 

If you are now gloriously and wonderously saved 
from sin, you are Christ’s representative, His ambas- 
sador. You have been duly commissioned by the 
King of kings, and Lord of lords to carry on faithfully 
and obediently the work of His kingdom. 

If you have been gloriously and wonderously saved 
from sin, you cannot keep from telling others of 
Christ’s saving grace and power, of His willingness 
and ability to save, and of the joy, peace, and as- 
surance that is now yours.

meditation, have you ever wondered just how 
the Bible which you held came into existence? 

The Bible says in John 1:1, “In the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.” The story is told to us by Moses in the book 
of Genesis that God walked in the Garden of Eden 
in the cool of the day, and talked with Adam whom 
He had created out of the dust of the earth. 

In the land of Ur of the Chaldees God found a 
man named Abram; He promised to make of him a 
nation whose seed would be as the sand of the sea and 
as the stars of heaven in number. God thought it not 
strange to communicate with Abraham (as he was 
later named) and his descendants every step of the 
way from the land of Ur to the heathen lands of Egypt 
where Joseph gave up the ghost and was buried be- 
side his forefathers. 

As man began to multiply upon the face of the 
earth, God used the burning bush to call Moses to 
work for Him. Forty years later on Mount Sinai God 
gave unto Moses His Ten Commandments which He 
had written on two tablets of stone with His finger. 

The Lord spoke to Moses and instructed him to as- 
semble all the congregation of the house of Israel. 
While all the people stood up before Moses and Aaron 
the written Word of God which the Lord had previous- 
ly given to Moses was read unto them. At still later 
gatherings of the children of Israel, whose increasing 
numbers were now divided into tribes and families, 
God spoke to Moses with instructions to notify each 
father that he was to teach each member of his 
household the great and marvelous things which the 
Lord God had done for them. Thus the Word of God 
was passed down from father to son, generation after 
generation. However, God in His infinite wisdom knew 
that with the nation of Israel growing as it was, and 
relating His words from mouth to mouth over a span 
of time, they would not always be kept in accordance 
with His original utterances. With such wisdom at His 
disposal, God moved upon certain scribes of His Jew- 
ish nation, and they in due season recorded what 
“Thus saith the Lord.”

Consistently with the ticking of time, these writings 
of the God-breathed scribes were recognized by the 
Jewish nation, and they were called The Scriptures. 
Later as innumerable writings began to appear, a 
“canon” or measuring stick: was set up by the Jewish 
fathers to determine which of these writings were in- 
spired of God, and which of them were just the every- 
day run of Jewish literature. 


Generation after generation, copies of the original 
manuscripts were written as the old copies wore out 
with use. These manuscripts were written on sliced 
leaves from a water plant called papyrus, which was 
found in the land of Egypt. Writings have been dis- 
covered on walls, household utensils, tablets of stone 
and the like among the ruins of these ancient Biblical 
cities... 


Since the fall of man in the Garden of Eden, God’s 
love-driven purpose for His communications with fall- 
en man has been that man may come to realize God’s 
everlasting love for him, and that through this reali- 
zation of knowing His will, man may not sin against 
God 


Our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ honored the 
Holy Scriptures, and from them He read and quoted 
in the synagogues passages from Isaiah and Psalms. 
The disciples of our Lord were the first to publish the 
Word after the Risen Saviour had gone to His heavenly 
Father where He sits today as our Mediator between 
God and man. Some of the books of the New Testa- 
ment bear their names. As early as 95 A.D. the early 
Christian writers such as Clement of Rome, Polycarp, 
Ignatius, Justin Martyr, and numerous others recog- 
nized the Old Testament and New Testament Scrip- 
tures which they continued to publish abroad. 


As we look back to the year 1492 B.C. when God 
wrote upon the two tables of stone, and for over 1600 
years hence, we must come to realize and declare that 
the same God which walked and talked with Adam 
in the Garden of Eden inspired over forty different 
authors taken from all walks of life to write thirty- 
nine Old Testament books, and twenty-seven New 
Testament ones. 
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All of the original manuscripts for the Old and 
New Testament books have not as yet been recovered 
from the ruins of ancient historical Biblical cities. 
However, manuscripts are continually being uncov- 
ered from the ancient ruins as explorers seek to un- 
cover them. 

In 1450 A.D. from Mainz, Germany, came the first 
movable-type printing press, invented by Johann Gu- 
tenberg. The Latin Bible, called the Mazian Bible, was 
the first printed book. With this new invention the Bi- 
ble continued to grow from 4,000 known copies be- 
tween the second and the fifteenth centuries to more 
than 30,000,000 which are now distributed annually 
to the young and the old alike, who share in its bene- 
fits as the guiding light for seeking mankind. 

Since the second century A.D., many and_ varied 
translations of the Bible have made their way to the 
eyes of the seekers for knowledge, of which are— 


The Old Syriac; The Peshite Syriac; The Old Latin; 
The Vulgate; The Copic; The Ethiopic; The Gothic; 
The Armenian; The Arabic; The Slavic. 

_Of the English, there could be named— 


Wycliffe’s Bible; Tyndale’s Bible; Coverdale’s Bible; 
Geneva Bible; King James Version; Anglo-American 
Revision; Twentieth Century New Testament; Wey- 
mouth’s New Testament; Fenton’s Bible; Moffatt’s 
Translation; Smith and Goodspeed; The New Testa- 
ment in Basic English. 


Berkley’s Translation and the Revised Standard Ver- 
sion of 1948 are the most recent. 


There in a nutshell you have the gist as to the no- 
menclature of your precious Bible. Make it your very 
best friend and constant companion. You can put 
your deepest confidence in your Bible because God 
has placed it into your hands that you may com- 
municate and have knowledge with Him through our 
blessed Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. The Bible is 
the Word of God. It is eternal. ‘‘Till heaven and earth 
pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from 
the law,” Matthew 5:18. “In the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word was 
God,” John 1:1. 








Kentucky State Prayer
